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HILO, HAWAII, Hot. 30: Kahuku ranch employee, thirty miles south of Manna Loa, 

13,680 ft. volcano on the big island of Hawaii, reports 

seeing a hurst of light on the sunslt, at midnight.

HILO, HAWAII, Dec. 1; Another person reported seeing a steady glow on the 

mountain top from 2 to 4 a„m. 

HILO, HAWAII, Dec 9: A UjB.Weather Bureau party ascended to the crater on the 

top of Mauna Loa and reported "no sign of recent volcanic 
activity." Last eruption in Mokuuweoweo crater was in June, 1990. Dr. Horry 
Eaten, geophysicist in charge of the Hawaiian Volcano Observatory said, "There 
was no eelsmographlc evidence to substantiate anything happening on Mauna Loa. 

It is extremely unlikely that there was an eruption there." 

The $64 question is what did light up the top of Mauna Loa on Dec 1st? You dent 
have to be a scientist to know that it takes a lot of energy to light a mountain 
peak for two hours. On that bleak, cold lava deeert, with no wood, no vegetation, 
no water and no power available for miles, even the Weather Bureau has closed down 
its observation poet. It now maintains one , dedicated early this year, at the 
11,200 ft level. This la visited once a week by a weatherman, who crankB the 
8-day clock motors and replaces the charts which record the temperature and humidity 
for the previous week. Mrs. Crabh and I visited the station with the observer 
on hie regular Friday trip, Oct. 9, riding with him in a 4-wheel drive truck. The 
road is excellent, considering the rough lava terrain, and it le another 20 miles 
to Mokuaweoweo crater at the top. The weather station, complete with modern living 
quarters, lm on the north side of Mauna Loa. The day of our visit was beautifully 
clear and cool, 97*; the lowest temperature that week had been 31*. I helped the 
observer make a rough survey of the slope above the building, for use of the archi¬ 
tects in designing a second structure for the Unlv. of Hawaii. This spot may be 
used to observe the orbiting of the artificial satellite in 1997. 

Vise old Hawallans would nod their heads and say that the glow seen Dec 1st was 
an Akualele, a Flying Qod, forewarning a coming eruption. A not-so-wlse young 
researcher like myself wonders If the glow wasn’t caused by a Flying Saucer from 
outer space;
